Alice W illard of Villesca before the 
grand jury at Red Oak during the in­ 
vestigation that term inated in the ex­ 
am ination of a form er state senator, 
F. F. Jones, and his Bon, Albert, both 
of Villi sea, whom certain persons had 
sought to connect with the murder.

Jones cam e after the latter had lost 
a $60,000 slander suit against J. N.

of Increased 
letter rates and tobacco taxes which 
go 
Into 
effect 
Friday, the special 
stam p taxes on all docum ents, legal 
Instrum ents and parcel post packages 
w-hich go Into operation December I, 
all special taxes begin to «pply at mid­ 
night tonight. 
They include. 
One cent on each dim e 
paid 
for 
am usem ent adm issions. 
Three per cent, on 
paym ents 
for 
frieght transportation. 
Eight per cent, on passenger fares. 
Ten per cent, on paym ent of Pull­ 
man and sim ilar acocm odations. 
Five per cent, on oil pipe line trans- 
portatio. 
One cent for each 20 cents or frac­ 
tion paid for express packages. 
Five cents on each telegraph, tele­ 
phone or radio m essage costing fifteen 
cents or more. 
Various taxes on cigars, cigarettes, 
tobacco and products. 
Ten per cent, on club dues. 
Eight cents on each $100 and one 
cent on each dollar or prem ium paid 
on 
fire, 
m arine, 
casualty 
and 
other Insurance policies. 
Although the tobacco taxes, do not 
become operative until Friday many 
dealers have already advanced retail 
prices in anticipation of the tax levies. 
O ther taxes of the new law, includ­ 
ing those on hard and soft drinks, in­ 
comes and war-excess 
profits, 
have 
bees in effect since the law was ap­ 
proved October 3, 
but 
in 
indirect 
form. 
On December I, the 
new 
stam p 
taxes, including those on parcel post 
packages, will be payable, putting the 
entire law into com plete operation, ex­

Increases in first class mail rates 
probably will be most generally felt by 
the people.

The Alcedo, a converted 
yacht, carried a crew of seven officers 
and eighty-five men. 
The navy departm ent announced the 
disaster last night in this statem ent: 
The navy departm ent has been ad­ 
vised by Vice A dm iral Sim s th at at 
1:30 a. rn., November 5, the American 
patrol boat Alcedo, a converted yacht, 
was torpedoed and sunk by a German 
subm arine in the w ar zone. 
One of­ 
ficer and tw enty men are missing. The 
ship sank in four m inutes after being 
struck.

Alcedo

The club directors endorsed the Idea 
and appointed a com m ittee to carry out 
Mr. D river’s suggestions.

Miss Henley asked a continuation in 
this county of a home dem onstration 
agent, she having appointed Miss GII 
lespie to the position. 
She asked the 
club for $200 for the work, the county 
to give $350 and the governm ent $450 
The club is to pay the $200 at the rate 
of $20 a month. 
Capt. P. II. A rrington

UNCLE TOM SUTTON DEAD. 


H earne, Texas, 
Nov. 
2.—Thomas 
Sutton, an ex-Conferedate soldier, aged 
about 86 years, who resided near Sut­ 
ton, a small Houston and Texas C ent­ 
ral station about six miles south of 
Hearne, and which was nam ed after 
him, was found dead W ednesday a fter­ 
noon. 


Mr. Sutton was well known In Bryan 
and for many years be was a fam iliar 
figure on our streets. 
For the past 
few years he Uvas seldom here because 
the 
infirm aties 
of 
age, 
scarcely 
ever leaving his home at Sutton. 
His 
many old friends here will deeply re­ 
gret to learn of his death. 


From Thursday s Dally Eagle 
W. B. W est, of the Blanche L. As­ 
sociation, was in town today with en­ 
thusiastic news relative to the well 
being sunk on Wixon 
creek, 
seven 
miles from Bryan. 
Mr. W est says the well is now down 
515 feet and they have stopped 
be 
cause of a lack of w ater, which is be­ 
ing rem edied by running a pipe line 
further up stream , a m atter of a few' 
hours, as the m aterial for the line is 
jail on the ground. It is expected that 
{drilling will be resum ed Friday m orn­ 
ing. 
The drill is working In gumbo which 
he hopes will continue for several feet 
further, because it serves as a good 
wall for the well Strong gas pressure 
is being encountered, 
this Increasing 
with the greater depths reached, and 
necessitating the em ploym ent of thick 
mud, made thicker as they go deeper. 
This serves to hold the gas back, but 
he is afraid of a blow-out, Just the 
sam e, notw ithstanding they are taking 
steps to guard against It. He says It is 
not m arsh gas or anything of 
that 
sort, but is petroleum gas, and be 
lieves It comes from a larger body of 
gas not yet reached. 
Indications are th at oil, lf found, 
win be reached at a depth of 1,000 to 
1,200 feet, according to Mr. W est, and 
th at depth is expected to be reached 
within the next week, unless some ac­ 
cident happens. Hence, w ithin a week, 
the people of Bryan will know w heth­ 
er or not they are In proxim ity to an 
oil field and a gas field as well, evi­ 
dently. 
But w hether or not oil and gas be 
found, Mr. W est is stressing the dis 
covery of th at body of lignite found 
above the 400-foot depth. It is fifty 
feet thick in the well and he believes 
that it is IOO feet thick above on the 
bill. He declares it is a fine grade of 
lignite, alm ost real coal, and at the 
depth and in the quantity found should 
prove a very profitable m ining prop­ 
osition. 
A strta ten feet 
thick 
is 
considered minable. This stra ta is one 
of the largest in Texas, and its quality 
m akes it additionally valuable. 


BLACKSHEAR DOING 


EXTENSION SERVICE 


WORK WITH NEGROES 


The general public may not 
know 
th at the extension service 1b doing a 
considerable work am ong the negroes 
of the state on the theory th at the 
southern negro is just w hat the white 
man m akes of him, and th a t he is n a t­ 
urally an agriculturist and is therefore 
the better agriculturist for having re­ 
ceived what the service has to give. 
One of the forem ost negroes of the 
state, E. L. Blackshear, form erly head 
of P rairie View, is now connected with 
the extension service of A. and M. col­ 
lege with headquarters 
at 
Prairie 
View. 
Until the first of the year he, 
will be engaged on special service in 
connection w ith food conservation and 
economics, as urged by the food ad­ 
m inistration of which H erbert Hoover 
is the head, It seeem s to be the policy 
of the service to raise the standard 
of negro farm ing and housekeeping in 
the state for their own benefit and the 
benefit of the state at large, and more 
attention is thus being given to the 
work. 


CORPS MEN COMING 


TO UN O M. COLLEGE 


From Thursday's Daily Eagle 
Prof. F. C. Bolton has returned from 
Fort Sam Houston, San Antonio, where 
he went to consult with Major Clif­ 
ton, chief signal officer of the southern 
departm ent of tho United States army, 
relative to the signal corps that is to 
be given training here this winter. 
Prof. Bolton says his inform ation is 
that the boys to the num ber of about 
IOO wil larrlve the first of December 
and be given a course of study and 
training covering a period of twenty- 
two greeks. They will be in charge of 
a t least one commissioned officer. 
The college is to arrange quarters 
for them , which will be done by put­ 
ting them in some of the dorm itories, 
although it may crowd them som ewhat. 
If the college cannot 
furnish 
suf­ 
ficient cots and bedding for them the 
United S tates governm ent 
will make 
up the deficiency. 
They will receive out-of-door instruc­ 
tion in signalling with the use of the 
field telephonee, field telegraph and 
w ireless as well as with flags, and will 
bring their own equipm ent and para­ 
phernalia for th at work. They will also 
be given m ilitary drill* and be subject 
to the usual routine of arm y life. 
The electrical engineering 
depart­ 
m ent is w orking out a special course 
for these boys, and will 
give 
them 
class-room and laboratory instruction 
in electrical 
engineering, 
telegraph 
code and m echanism of their instru­ 
m ents; in short, such technical knowl­ 
edge as m ay be acquired In the tw en­ 
ty-two weeks and such as they will 
have use for as signal corps men in 
the arm y. 
T heir schedule calls 
for 
forty-six 
hours work a week, six of which w ilt 
be in the class-room, four in the lab­ 
oratory. tw enty in telegraph 
operat­ 
ing. six hours in m aneuvers and hikes 
and ten hours in oth er employment. 
Prof. Bolton says there was much 
enthusiasm at Fort Sam H ouston over 
the proposition of A. and M. college 
to give the course of instruction. There 
are o rly six of these schools in the 
I nited States, one for each m ilitary 
district, and consequently the A. and 
M. authorities think they made quite 
a stroke in securing the designation.
